Applicants hereby request withdrawal of the holding of abandonment of the above- 
identified application indicated in the October 10, 2003 Notice of Abandonment, since formal 
drawings were timely filed and the application is not, in fact, abandoned. 

The October 10, 2003 Notice of Abandonment indicates that the application is abandoned 
in view of the Applicants' alleged failure to timely file proposed new formal drawings as 
required in the June 24, 2003 Supplement Notice of Allowability. However, the formal drawings 
were timely filed on June 23, 2003 (as evidenced by the enclosed stamped post card receipt) in 
response to the May 6, 2003 Notice of Allowability, and were apparently and improperly not 
considered in the June 24, 2003 Supplement Notice of Allowability.
